: New York, December 8th, 
General Dewet's exploit last week in captur- 
ing four hundred British soldiers and'two guns 
at Dewetsdorp, Southwest of Bloemfontein ; 
President Kruger’s reception in Marseilles, 
Paris, and: intermediate stations in France; 
Lord Kitchener's stern policy of buming a 
number of farmhouses and exiling the Hoef 
families to Cape Town or other places in 
South Africa at a distance from their liomes; 
Lord Roberts’, call’ for 8,000 fresh troops to 
fill wp gaps in his ranks ; and the report of an 
ominous feeling in Cape Colony, where the 
Dutch, angered by Kitchener's policy, are said 
to be nearer rising in rebellion than at any 
time since the war began, have all combined 
to bring South Africa to the front agaln as a 
centre of international interest. The New York 
Times comarks that tie progress of the “ paci- 
fication of South Africa “cannot be called 

altoyether encouraging,” and gocs on ta say; 
“We must remember that the British armed 
force in South Africa far‘outnumbers the whole 
white population of the South African Republic 
against which alone war was originally made. 
We must bear in mind also that all the récent 
news has shown that the British garrisons are 
numerically ‘too weak. A concentration of

would be called ‘two company’ or ‘three com- 
pany’ posts, has resulted in a series of, small 
disasters. These go to show that, although the, 
Transvaal has now no armies in the field, yet 
— after much more thana year of fighting which 
has taxed the resources of the Dritish empire, 
the numeridally insignificant farmers of the 
Transvaal are still, in some degree, making 
good that defiance of the Dritieh empire which, 
when it was-issued, seemed to the great majority 
of Englishmen, as it did-to Lord Salisbury, 
simply an impudent insult, The 137,497 males 
ofthe ‘Transvaal, aided. by Mr, Chaimberlain’s 
diplomacy and ‘Lord Kitchener's pacification,’ 
which have united with them every man of 
Dutch descent in the Orange Free State and 
in Cape Coloiy, have had the effect upon the 
military prestige of Great Brittain which we 
cannot -help seeing, and which the great 
majority among us, having regard ‘to the worle” 
which the English-speaking peoples so evid- 
ently have to do together in the world, must 
deplore.” . S ‘ 

Mast of the papers in this country think that 
the Boers are unwise to uy to keep up.a.guer- 
illa-warfare whew! is so evidentthat they can- 

> not defeat the Hritish army. Other papers, 
however, continue to express hearty sympathy 
with the Dutch troopers who “don’t know 
when they are licked.” ‘Thus the Fhiladelphia 
Times says: 1 7 ‘ : 

“At any previous time in onr history, such a 
struggle as dhe Boers are anaking for their 
independence would have commanded the 
sympathy. and aroused the ichniration of all 
Americans.’ Have our ideas of liberty changed 
that they can get_no word of syhupathy now ? 
Or is it Lecnuse’we are ourselves engaged in 
the same bad business as the British; the same 
hopeless task of compelling a distant people to 
accept our ideas of what is good for them, 
while they persistently, prefer their own? 
“Peace and beneficent’ government’ is what’ 
President McKinley says he is seeking in the 
Philippines. It is the same that General Kit- 
chener is, expected to establigh in the Trans- 
vaal, if he has to exterminute the entire popula. 
tion.” : 7 

Mr. Krugers tour of France is calling out 

“considerable remark, The Chicago /nter Ocean 
says of the enthusiasm that has greeted the 
ruler without a real : 

“The same qualitics hat appeal to the peo: 
ple of France would appeal to the people of 
Germany and Austria and Italy and Russia, 
and, above all, to the people of the United. 
Starcs, Uf Paul Kruger should.come to the 
United States, he would rec -such a wel- 
come as has been given in this country to no 
other ynan for a generation except Admiral 
Dewey. The American people would go be-' 
yond the demonstrativeness of Paris or Lyons 
or Marseilles, and would pay honour to the man 
from the Transvaal as they would to no govern 
nient execuliy Surope or A . 

“Stripped of all political authority and power,’ 
bereft of country and kindred, Paul Kruger 
stands to-day before the people of civilized 
nations as the mired fipure on the stage 
of world poli {eis popular because of 
the. people’s: sense al wrong’ as well ag their 

sense of justice, eo TORS 

“ He speaks the protest of the common’ peo- 
ple of all nations against the overthrow of two 
republics simply to serve the ambition of an 
empire. He stands for p'triotism, Caurage, 
devotion to principle, and for the sort of faith 
that gave to one age its Christian martyrs, and 
to another the republic of the United States.” 

But, observes the. Brooklyn L£agér, Mr. 
Kruger knows‘that his plea for arbitration in 
South Aftica at this kite day is useless; he

there, He knows that he has made his fight 
and that all there is left for him is to enjoy the 
large fortune whi as ‘accrued from his 
dictatorship in peace in Europe, and, perhaps, 
getin alittle dig at Chamberlain occasionally 
by inducing some excitable «Frenchman to 
twist the lon’s tail” And The, Ohio State 
Journal (Columbus) remarks that “ whatever 
Kruger may say, the fact remains that. he 
stands merely in the po ition of an exile 
from a land that has been annexed by 
Great Britain, and that he is not clothed 
with any officialpowers that would entitle 
him to recognition’ or ‘consideration - al 
the ,hands of any responsible government.” 
“He -is, moreover,” adds the New York 
Tribune, “confronted in his quest with the 
-serious obstacle of his.own act.in beginning war 
*. instead of seeking arbitration or intervention, 
Had he made such a pilgrimage and such an 
- appeal as the pee a year ago, some practi- 
cal gaod might have bean gained. Instead, 
he chose the arbitrament of war, and ‘with its 
Judgment he’may now be cofapelled to be con- 
tent.” The Milwaukee Tvening Wesconsin, 
however, thinks that the old burgher’s declining 
‘years will not be entirely cheerless, 
serves; ‘Personally President Kruger is very 
comfortably situated, ' Ho took away with him 
‘ ftom Johannesburg mines $2,000,000 in gold, 
which he has with him in Paris, and upon this
